To Open 
Court House 


Bids Friday 


Bids for construction of a new 
Charlevoix county court house 
will be accepted until 7 p.m. Fri- 
day, March 30, Clarence Rabach, 
chairman of the building com- 
mittee, has announced following 
approval of plans submitted by 
R. S. Gergnaoff of Ypsilanti, 
architect. 

Bids will be opened March 39 
and presented to the Charlevoix 
county board of supervisors at 
its regutar April meeting Apeil 
10. However, if contractors are 
unable to submit bids on the giv- 
en date they wii accept until 
April 9. 
$140,000 IN FUND 

Since the county has abous 
$140,000 in a sinking fund which 
has three years tu run, plans now 
cali for construction of only a 
two story section whieh will be 
to the north of the present court- 
house. 

As funds from tax revenues in 
the future become available the 
south one-story wing will be add- 
ed. 

The two-story section will be 


44x04 feet with a 43x44 foot 
basement for the heating plant 


and vaults. Both the first and 
second floors will have offices. 

The south wing eventuatiy 
will house the courtroom, judge’s 
chamber and law library, as well 
as offices of the clerk, treasure’, 
register of deeds and prosecutor. 

Until the south wing is buils 
other off¥ees in the main buiid- 
ing will be utilized and offices 
which later will be housed in the 
courthouse will remain where 
their ar 

For instance, the health de- 
partment will remain in the city 
hall and the bureau of social aid 
will stay in its present quarters 
at 202 State st., thus leaving 
space for county offices. The 
justice courtroom in the city hall 
or the probate courtroom in tne 
new section will be utilized until 
the new wing is built. 

First section of the new eourt- 
house will face State st. and run 
hack along Mason st. The pre- 
sent Th-year-old courthouse fac- 
es States St. on the south end of 
the block and on the south js 
bordered by Antrim st. 

TO RAZE OLD BUILDING 

When funds are available the 
old courthouse will be razed to 
make way for the south wing. 
The jail is on Antrim st. west of 
the present courthouse. 

The new structure will be of 
eonerele, steel and brick with 
staye trim oat the front. 

The present building has been 
concenied by the effice of the 
state fire marshal. The board of 
supervisors decided to start the 


new building rather than make 
extensive repairs of the present 
structure, oa two-story — brick 


building.

«| we sincerely fee) that the small businessman in some instan- 
ces is getting gyped in having to pay “protection” money for un- 
employment compensation particularly when his business has no 
history of unemployment, ; 

But more especially we resent the punitive attitude toward busi- 
ness on the part of government. The pratice now seenis to be to let 
the unpaid citizen collector make out his reports, hoping that he 
will be sucker enough to make a mistake, and then to pounce upon 
him with penalties and interest. 

Why is it there is no effort to consult with the businessman when 
he starts out, or when a new tax is imposed, in order io educate and 
help him as a volunteer member of the tax collecting and taxpaying 
army? 

Is it because the government has found it more nrefitah'e to let 
the suckers get lost in the maze of fine print and then penalize them 
for it? The philosophy of a tax investizating Gestapu, instead of a 
helping hand, doesn’t ring true in America. ; 

One of our friends gave us a clipping which tells of a lead edi- 
torial in the Indianapolis Star two weeks ago, calling for the abolition 
of the Federal income tax. The editorial referred to a similar propo- 
sal by T. Coleman Andrews, former collector of internai revenue, and 
said that the income tax is “right out of the Communist manifesto, 
which declares that a ‘heavy progressive income tax’ is the first 
step in destroying a free and competitive economic system.” 

The income tax, of course, is the backbone of the financial 
strength of our nation. Its abolition without an adequate substitute 
would imperil our standing in the free world, but on the other hand 
its continuance seems to be bring us ever closer to the socialistic 
state that we fear. —<Antrim County News

Guests from Hayes township 
East Jordan and Charlevuix al-

Contributions to further the 
activities of society totaled $02 
for February. 

President Sam Arbuckle re- 
ported on the conditien of the 
societies finances revealing that 
they will not permit any build 
ing or further installations at 
the animal shelter at this time. 

Nor can they replace their 
used truck, for a more efficient 
and presentable method of trans 
porting animals unless finanved 
over a period of time in which 
members can solicit contrib.- 
tions, the societies only source 
of income. 

Arbuckle introduced the al!- 
inclusive new dog-ordinance that 
Boyne City is going to adopt 
when a few revised sections have 
been completed and explained 
that copies were being mailed to 
both East Jordan and Charlevoix 
officials in hopes that they will 
consider doing likewise making 
a co-ordinanted dog-control pro- 
gram throughout the county. 

By request of both member- 
ship and the visiting citizens, 
from East Jordan and Charle- 
voix, Arbuckle appointed chair- 
men of two action committees to 
meet with members and interes‘- 
ed citizens of both tities to thor 
oughly discuss the needs of the 
two communities; and decide 
what the society can do to cos- 
rect an appalling situation of 
dogs at large. 

Guests spoke in detail of ob- 
scene, dangerous contagious 
conditions that contribute to the 
morally degrading dog-situation 
in both East Jordan and Charle- 
voix, 

They were not too optimistic 
about the ability of the Humane 
Society to get any substantial 
assistance from either to helo 
correct the situation brought ab- 
out by their lack of interest,

After touring the Matanuska 
Valley, we drove back down the 
Glenn Highway to s stream we 
had crossed a few days previous- 
ly and pitched our camp beyond 
agravel pif and out of: sight of 
the road. We chose this particul- 
ar spot because the stream was 
small and slower moving thas 
many, and looked like a Micni- 
fan trout stream. 

We had caught no fish in An- 
chorage either. TIere we were 
again told that the salmon had 
nino cdy spawned. 

Knowing that fishing in Alas 
ka and the Yukon is rated by 
sports writers and others as the 
ne plus ultra, Elmer had set ais 
heart on some fine catches of 
fish——particularly the cutthroat 
trout, grayling treet. and varie- 
ties of salmon not to be had ia 
our home waters. 

We had relied upon informa- 
tion from the Milepost and of 
loeal residents for our chciee of 
fishing spots and type of bait 
So far we had not vaught a sin- 
gle fish nor even seen one large 
enough to be worthy of catehing: 
and we hated to teave Alaska 
with a record of complete fail- 
ure.

dom. fished streams and lakes 
where he “guaranteed’’ anyon?

Not only did we catch no fish 
that evening nor the next morn- 
ing, but we found that camping 
out with no means of warmth 
except a bonfire was exceeding 
uncomfortable. These was a lay- 
er of ice on our water bucket 
when we arose in the morning 
and the thermometer said 25 deo- 
grees although it had already 
been daylight for several hours.
